Which way will the new field go? 


Up to the Driller 


It will take the drill bit to answer 


that question, but there are certain 
facts and theories which oil men fol- 
low in spending their money for acre- 
agfc. They will follow their best judg- 
rrupt, aided by a few "hunches," in 
thjg.. instance 


In short, many of the local oil men 


believe the field will cross the Red 
river. They point to the formation— 
that magic word, wholly meaningless 
to the uninitiated, but to'thc oil men 
the staff of life. The formation that 
lends across Red River^ near where 
LaFayettc and 
Hempstead 
counties 


join, a well known El Dorado oil man 
contends, carries surface indications of 
oil. A geologist here who has trekked 
the length and breadth of Southwest 
Arkansas since the discovery of oil 
here in 1921, has traced this formation, 
and ,finds that it leads through the 
northwestern part of LaFayette and 
up through Hempstead. The peculiar 
chalk and sea shell found in the vicin- 
ity of Hope and Washington from the 
tail end of this formation.

Then there is the Nevada county 


field. Some believe the Lenz well is 
on the edge of a large pool which 
nay conect directly or by skips with 
the field in the Irma area, a distance 
of 30 miles or so to the northeast, in 
Nevada county. ' • 


Meanwhile, chambers of commerce 


at Hope, Texarkana and Lewisville 
arc making preparations to take care 
of the boom, whichever way the field 
goes. Should the pool prove to be on 
the east side of the river, Hope and 
Lcwisville would "get the jump" on 
Texarkana for the reason (that they 
would be more easy of access from 
El Dorado, the recognized'center of oil 
industry in this section. For, be it 
known, roads play a great hand in 
development of oil fields, and which- 
ever side of the swirling waters the 
pool proves up will get the advantage 
in trade, because of the natural bar- 
rier formed by the river, with the ex- 
ception of course, of the Fulton bridge 
and the Garland City ferry.

country are enrolled in clubs. 


In a recent review by the department of agriculture it- 


was shown that civic bodies, fair committees, bankers and 
^individual business men in many states are taking notice of 
' the club movement, and are fostering -it through the offer- 
ing of prizes, scholarships, trips and other rewards for ef- 
ficiency shown by farm boys and girls in carrying out the 
various projects included in the club program. 


Club activities not only serve to prepare young people for 


their life work, if they choose to stay on the farm, but the 
conducting of their own meetings develops qualities of lead- 
ership and confidence in themselves. Even those who enter 
other pursuits are better fitted for their futijre careers by 
the discipline and training which are inseparable from club 
membership. 


Every rural community should co-operate with home 


demonstration agents and other extension workers in promot- 
ing boys' and girls' clubs. It is a splendid enterprise, which 
will have a most beneficial effect upon farm life in the fu- 
ture.

Fire Damage Shown 
to Demonstration 


Plan to Carry On Demon 


stration for the Next 


Five Years 


MOHRILTON, 
Ark., 
July 30.-A 


forest-fire-damagc demonstration es- 
tablished on the farm of John Reitci 
of Solgohachia, nine and a half miles 
north of here is showing results. Ir 
April two forest plots were burned 
over by forest fires and two more 
were kept as checks. The purpose o 
this demonstration is to show the 
damage to trees and grass resulting 
from forest fires. 


L. Cothern, counly agenl, and Chas 


A. Gillett, Extension forester of tht 
Univorsity of Arkansas 
College 
o 


Agriculture, visited this demonstratioi 
recently to check on damage resulting 
from this fire. On the plot thai was 
burned, 106 trees out of 168 trees were 
killed outright. The trees which re-1 
muined on the plot were sickly in 
chamclcr. Every tree had sent up 
from one to ten sprouts and the grass 
had been entirely gilled. 


The above demonstration conclus- 


ively shows that forest fires cause 
considerable damage to standing tim- 
ber and that burning over woods in 
the spring of tho year does mil make 
butter grazing. 


II is planned to carry this demon- 


stration for a period of at least five 
years. Any one interested in seeing 
the results of this interesting demon- 
si ration should make plans to visit 
the John Rciter farm.
